An impressive record" was the 
description today given the accom­ 
plishments 
during 
the 
past 
six 
months of the 18,000 members of 
the civilian conservation corps lo­ 
cated in ninety-two camps in the 
state forests and on state game 
lands by Secretary Lewis E. Staley 
of the Pennsylvania department of 
forests and waters. 
One of the largest undertakings 
of the forest workers was the con­ 
struction and maintenance of some 
1,600 miles of truck trails, commonly 
known as forest roads. 
Horse and 
man trails completed and main­ 
tained were in excess of 1,400 miles. 
In connection with this work 150 
bridges 
spanning 
streams 
and 
mountain ravines were built. 
Some 330 miles of state -owned 
telephone lines were built and re­ 
paired. 
Forest fire hazards were 
eliminated on 1.850 acres and 130 
miles of firebreaks for the control 
of wood blazes were cut through 
the forest 
Four eight-foot steel 
forest fire observation towers were 
erected, bringing the total of such 
outlook points in the state to 125 
More than 300 miles of woodlands 
along roadsides were cleared and 
2,000 acres of forest stands were 
given improvement cuttings. 
Ap­ 
proximately 360 acres were cleared 
and developed for public camps 
Another operation conducted, ac­ 
cording to Secretary Staley, on a 
scale never attempted 
before 
in 
Pennsylvania, was the control of 
tree diseases, principally the white 
pine blister rust, on 40.000 acres of 
woodland. 
Insect eradication, es­ 
pecially of the destructive southern 
pine beetle, was completed on 475 
acres.

NAMES AND NAMES 
{ 
HAVE a book that has as its author Walter Whitman. Somebody had 
to give it to me, for I never would have hunted for a book with that 
name tied to it—unless, of course, some unusual event were attached 
to it' 
• 
Well, that book was by none other than our own now beloved Walt 
Whitman. What a stroke of art it was for Walt to have dropped those 
last two letters of his given name! 
There is something intim ate and 
blessed about a short, stubby name. Lucky its possessor! 
We are now going to stress much on a mere name. however, even 
though some names are real hard hurdles to clear—at the start, perhaps, 
but names mean all or nothing to us, as we associate them with that to 
which they are tagged. 
I once read where a wise one started that “anyone would know’ what 
to name a pig!” Would anyone as easily have so beautifully named the 
wind? There is a softness, a soothing that is irresistible in the veary 
name—the wind. That lovely little masterpiece by Kenneth Grahame, 
"The Wind and the Willows,” was quite possibly the reason for my first 
attraction to the book. 
I have two little volumes in my library by Thoreau called "Night and 
Moonlight" and merely "The Moon.” Their very names entrance one. At 
Ii ast two books I purchased the past year or so because of their beautiful 
names—one “Blue Ghost.” being a rather Actionized life of Lafcadio 
Hearn, and another "plagued by the Nightingale." 
Luckily I was dis­ 
appointed with neither. 
They used to call the late William Muldoon "Tile Iron Man.” And 
when you met the man and talked to him you came to the conclusion 
that he was rightly sub-named. All around, in given name and other­ 
wise, he was an iron man in fact. 
The author of "Swanee River" chose that name after he failed in 
getting the right sound out of the name that he first chose from a river 
oi less beauty in name tone. I have often wondered if that song would 
have stirred people as it has had the author rearranged and used his 
first choice of a name. 
Our thoughts and attitude toward a name finally clothe it plainly or 
gorgeously, after all!

But tole greatest problem is as yet 
i unsolved.

The problem is prevention. 
Some of the most eminent scien­ 
tists are constantly searching for a 
| way to prevent this disease as ef- 
■ fectively as they now prevent diph- 
I theria.

At the Georgia Warm Springs 
Foundation, sponsored and patron­ 
ized by President Roosevelt, the pa­ 
tients make a game of their long 
hours of exercise and treatment, and 
call it "playing polio.” 
Stairs present difficulties for those 
whose feet refuse to obey their will, 
so, at Warm Springs, there are as 
few stairs as possible, and ramps 
and runways are used instead. 
Why Warm Springs, Georgia? 
Primarily, there is an abundance 
and never-falling supply of pure 
water from springs at a temperature 
of 89 degrees, every month in the 
year. 
This permits of directed swim­ 
ming, controlled exercise, and other 
forms of physiotherapy in sunlit 
water, which forms a part of the 
program of treatment for most of 
the patients. 
The water is not considered as a 
curative ageent, but is a means to 
an end. permitting the patient to 
remain in it for long periods, due 
to its warmth and buoyancy.
